WASHINGTON (U P I) — President Richard Nixon pro­ 
mised North Vietnam in early 1973 a five-year postwar 
reconstruction aid program of nearly $5 billion the State 
Department revealed today 
With Nixon s approval, the department released the text of 
a secret two-page letter from Nixon to Hanoi leaders dated 
Feb 1, 1973 — four days after the signing of the Vietnam 
peace agreement in Paris 
But Nixon said in another letter to a congressman — dated 
last week and made public today — that Hanoi had commit­ 
ted ‘ flagrant violations” of the peace accord and "there is 
no commitment of any kind, moral or legal, to provide aid to 
the Hanoi government 
"On the contrary. I can think of no action which would be 
less justified or more immoral than to provide any aid 
whatever to the Hanoi government, in view of their flagrant 
violations of the peace accords.” Nixon wrote Rep Lester 
Wolff. D-N Y . on May 14 
President Carter has said the United States will not 
provide reconstruction help to communist Vietnam although 
the two countries are currently dickering for better relatons 
at meetings in Paris 
The State Deartment released the original Nixon letter 
and Wolff later released his letter from Nixon 
"In light of all present circumstance, we have determined 
that the message is no longer deemed sensitive and it has 


been declassified, 
the State Department said 
Release of the four-year-old Nixon proposal, which also in­ 
cluded creation of a joint economic commission, came only 
hours before Nixon’s third broadcast television interview 
with David Frost 
The Vietnam war is a central topic in tonight's interview 
The Carter administration now in the midst of Paris- 
based negotiations with Vietnam seeking to normalize rela­ 
tions. has said it will support Hanoi s request for U N 
membership but will not pay war reparations. 
Nixon said in his seven-point letter the United States ‘ will 
contribute to postwar reconstruction in North Vietnam 
without any political conditions " 


He said preliminary studies at the time indicated that “the 
appropriate programs for the United States contribution to a 
postwar reconstruction will fall in the range of $3 25 billion 
of grant aid over five years 


"Other forms of aid will be agreed upon between the two 
parties.” Nixon added 
An attached note estimated that 
"other forms of aid could amount to $1 billion to $1.5 billion 
"depending on food and other commtxiity needs of the 
Democratic Republic of Vietnam ” 
In his message. Nixon proposed the establishemnt ‘‘of a 
United 
States-Vietnamese 
joint 
economic commission 
within 30 days from the date of this message ”

"Lompoc Citizens for Decency

sale of ‘ pornography 
in this city 
The group, led by defeated school 
board candidate Karen Rush, hopes to 
Ramer the endorsements of community 
leaders and organizations and to raise 
enough money to mail anti-pornography 
literature to all Lompoc area residents 
Unless some 15 Lompoc stores agree to 
place adult magazines behind the 
counter and out of children s view, the 
group would urge a city ordinance forc­ 
ing store> to do so 
Citizens for Decency has not exactly 
defined pornography but is opposed in 
general to X rated movies and to 
magazines which display nudity even 
those such as Playboy and Penthouse, 
whose articles rna> hav< 
redeeming 
social value.” in the language of the 
Supreme Court 


Persons under 18 are prohibited by law 
from buying these magazines, but the 
decencv group members say that 
children can -till escape the notice of 
store managers and view them 
Por­ 
nographic materials are often placed 
next to other magazines on store racks, 
they claim 


Citizens for Decency believes that 
children exposed to pornography may 
become psychologically disturbed sex- 
uallv impotent or perverted They at­ 
tribute teen-age promiscuity and drug 
addiction, broken marriages, homosex­ 
uality and violent sex crimes largely to 
pornography for its supposed assault on 
"idealized” or "spiritual love.” Por­ 
nography depicts "sick sex” as opposed 
to "good sex.” the group savs 
Strong citizen convictions against por­ 
nography. however, may not prove 
enough to regulate its sale in grocery and 
liquor stores Citizens for Decency would 
be competing against both the store 
owner s and the magazine buyer’s First 
Amendment right to freedom of expres­ 
sion 
"The Supreme Court did say that a 
local community can draft an ordinance 
against pornography, but it did not 
describe what the ordinance should say 
in order to be upheld.” Deputy District 
Attorney David Stanley explained “ It s 


a constitutional issue versus a con­ 
stitutional issue 
“Pornography is an area where there 
is less clarity than in any other area of 
the law 
Stanley said 
To define 
obscenity, which the Supreme* Court has 
not been able to do and to draft a clear, 
careful and specific city ordinance 
against it is “ quite a challenge 
The Los Angeles County Board of 
Supervisors recently passed a newsrack 
ordinance prohibilinR display of "words, 
describing explicit sexual acts, sexual 
organs or instruments.” and pictures of 
‘ explicit sexual acts or genitals pubic 
hair, perineums 
anuses or anal 
regions ” Even such a specific ordinance 
is currently being challenged on appeal 
as unconstitutional 
In San».i Barbara, a zoning ordinance 
taking effect m January regulates the 
locations 
but does not ban. adult 
bookstores and theaters 
The city’s 
authority to designate land uses allowed 
Santa 
Barbara to require that the 
bookstores and theaters be certain dis­ 
tances from schools and apart from each 
other Santa Barbara Assistant City At- 
tomey Fred ( lough said But that or­ 
dinance too. is currently facing a legal 
challenge 
If regulating pornography in racks on 
the street and in highly concentrated 
adult businesses is difficult, it probably 
will be even more difficult for a city to 
regulate the sale of pornography inside 
stores. Clough agreed 
Several liquor store managers have 
commented that they have not found 
children trying to read the sex 
magazines to be a problem 
“ As a maximum I catch one under­ 
age person about every six months." 
Bel-A ire Liquors ow ner James Morris 
said 
“ Children don’t buy these 
magazines they don’t even attempt to 
buy them There’s too much free loving 
around, they got the real thing ” 
Bel-Aire s adult magazine and book 
shelves, which Citizens for Decency 
describes as a “ library,” are located 
between two aisles in front of the cash 
register marked by a sign prohibiting the 
presence of persons under 18 But Morris 
pointed out motorcycle magazines that 
children can buy. which included many 
pictures of nude women “ What am I 
supposed to do with these’’’ he asked 
Citizens for Decency argues that if he 
was a "good moral Christian.” he would 
send all such magazines back to the dis­ 
tributor 


GENEVA 
Switzerland (U P I) — 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance and 
Soviet Foreign M in ister Andrei 
Gromyko today paused m their "inten­ 
sive 
discussion of strategic arms to 
turn their attention to the Middle East. 
The two negotiators met for two hours 
and 40 minutes at the Soviet diplomatic 
mission in the second day of their 
Geneva talks 
State Department spokesman Hodding 
Carter III said. "There was an intensive 
discussion The strategic arms talks will 
now pause The pause is intended so the 
parties can reflect on the exchanges to 
date 
Carter said Vance and Gromyko will 
meet late this afternoon at Vance's hotel 
where they will discuss the Middle East 
The election of the rightist Likud bloc 
of Menahem Begin in Israel Tuesday has 
been accompanied by warnings from 
Arabs and U N Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim that the Middle East situation 
may deteriorate 
Carter said that all characterizations 
of today's meeting on the strategic arms 
issue would be misleading and therefore 
he gave none 
He said the arms limitation talks 
would resume Friday and that he now ex­ 
pects Vance to leave Geneva sometime 
Saturday afternoon 
At the first two-hour. 20-minute ses­ 
sion Wednesday, Vance had three ex­ 
perts with him 
Today he had five 
Gromyko's delegation increased from 
seven to eight aides 
Both Vance and Gromyko once more 
appeared to be in a jovial, bantering 
mood as the talks began 
(.romyko remarked that they should 
close the doors ’ otherwise Siberia will 
come in.” an apparent reference to the 
cool weather 
The first meeting Wednesday was 
described by an American spokesman as 
businesslike’ 
a 
description 
deliberately chosen to be bland and unin­ 
formative Vance's spokesman. Hodding 
Carter III said both sides agreed to give 
no more information than that 
Under persistent questioning, Carter 
said, “ both sides would agree that they 
are in full negotiation” on the subject of 
strategic arms 
Before the meeting, Vance had 
breakast at his hotel with U N Secretary 
General Kurt Waldheim to discuss main­ 
ly the Middle East, but also Cyprus and 
southern Africa 
Waldheim met with

Begin had pledged during his cam­ 
paign for Tuesday's election, in which he 
won a stunning upset victory over the 
Labor party that he would not surrender 


the West Bank in a peace agreement 
His comments at the settlement of 
Kadum. which is part of an army base a 
mile from Nablus, came after the Arab 
world expressed fears follow ing the elec­ 
tion that negotiations for peace would be 
hampered by Begin s election 
The settlers here call the settlement 
Kaduin Alon Moreh There are 17 other 
Jewish settlements in the West Bank 


"In the weeks or months to come 
at 
any rate in the near future 
there will 
be only Alon Morehs and no need for 
Kadums." Begin said alluding to his 
desire to eliminate army bases at 
c ivilian settlements 


Begin, in his first public appearance 
since the election, came to Kadum to 
participate in a ceremony dedicating a 
new Torah scroll The Torah contains the 


five books of Moses and is one of the 
holiest objects in Judaism 
Kadum wa*- formed by religious set­ 
tlers more than ,i year ago after troops 
acting under govc rnrnent orders evicted 
them from the nearb\ site of Sebastia 
The Labor government never authorized 
the Kadum settlement but halted at­ 
tempts to evict the squatters 


Begin ,i former guerrilla leader, made 
the trip while leaders of his Likud bloc 
bargained in Tel Aviv with other pollti 
cians in an effort to put together a coali­ 
tion strong enough to lead Israel through 
the next four years 


Begin s statements at Kadum were 
certain to be welcomed by the three 
religious parties with which he is trying 
to form his coalition They may have 
been designed to draw their support

A high ranking state parks department 
official today reacted bitterly to 
legislative cutbacks in proposals for the 
acquisition of a 215-acre buffer in front of 
La Punsima Mission 
Dick May. chief of the parks depart­ 
ment acquisition section, said the ac­ 
tions of a senate finance subcommittee 
and an assembly ways and means com­ 
mittee disappointed him 
He said his 
department has asked for a "minimum 
program,” to protect the environmental 
integrity of the Mission entrance on 
Lompoc ( asmalia Road 
May said the two bodies took their cue 
from a report by a legislative analyst As 
it stood Wednesday, the state's 1977-78 
budget contains about $80 000 for out­ 
right purchase of 25 acres immediately 
in front of the mission entrance The 
parks department has asked for $682,000 
for outright purchase of 215 acres, 
although department officials made it 
clear their real objective was merely to 
guarantee the agriculture character of 


the land 


May said "it looks like this is all we 11 
have this year ” He praised the support 
for the department’s request that had 
developed in the Lompoc community and 
in Santa Barbara County An advisory 
committee voted 14-9 to support the 
acquisition of the whole 215 acres; and 
the Board of Supervisors voted 4-0 for the 
same cause Monday A delegation also 
went to Sacramento earlier tins week to 
appeal for restoration of the monies 
originally requested by the parks depart­ 
ment 


Despite his bitterness, 
May was 
philosophical "Maybe this is a toehold " 
He said the department would begin 
almost immediately to do what it could 
to negotiate some sort of agreement with 
landowners in the area against non­ 
agriculture uses Most of the land is be­ 
ing farmed, but some is in small 
homesites 
In recent weeks. May and 
others have talked about the purchase of 
"development 
rights ” 
Basically the 
concept involves the signing away of 


such rights forever 
Current zoning 
would permit the reduction of the 
acreage to one acre homesites 
Ironicalh one of the stumbling blocks 
to the parks department request may 
have been the estimated high cost of 
deve lopment rights Another may have 
been the language of the original parks’ 
request 
which called for outright 
acquisition of the 215 acres 


May said both houses of the legislature 
are not ssriipathelic with our doing 
anything a? all with agriculture lands .’’ 
During hearings in Lompoc, opponents of 
the park- request criticized any action 
that would tend to take the land off the 
tax rolls The criticism persisted even 
though May and others gave assurances 
that the department wanted only to 
maintain agriculture uses and if the 
state bought th»* land outright it would 
lease it back to th*- present owmers for 
agriculture uses

Flying to Washington this morning for 
his second visit since leaving office in 


January, the former President went 
directly to a private Capitol meeting 
with about a dozen GOP congressional 
leaders after waving to several hundred 
tourists outside 
"They’re going to bring me up to date 
I’m going to talk to them and give them 
my observations 
Ford said on his way 
to the session after landing in a small 
chartered plane at National Airport

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A survey 
showed the nation s top state election of­ 
ficials oppose by a margin of more than 
two to one President Carter’s instant 
voter registration proposal. Rep Philip 
Crane, R-Ill , said today 
The survey of the secretaries of state 
and state election commissioners 
showed 29 against, 13 for, and 8 un­ 
decided 
It was conducted by the 
American Conservative Union, a conser­ 
vative political action and research 
organization opposing the registration 
proposal 
Crane, chairman of the ACU, was to 
reveal details of the survey at a news 
conference today but copies of the writ­ 
ten responses from state officials were 
made available to U PI in advance 
Meanwhile, the House Rules Commit­ 
tee was scheduled today to clear the bill 
for action by the House 
Under the administration’s plan, eligi­ 
ble voters could register instantly at the 
polls to vote in federal elections by sign 
ing an affidavit or showing some proof of 


identification 
Crane said in an interview "the figures 
clearly indicate those people closest to 
the area of responsibility, namely the 
people at th»* state level, have a more 
acute understanding of this bill’s poten­ 
tial for widespread fraud, certainly more 
than the administration seems to have ” 
In responding to the survey, many 
secretaries of state sent copies of letters 
they had previously sent to Vice Presi­ 
dent Walter Mondale opposing the 
measure 
Robert Burns, Rhode Island s 
secretary of state, called the proposal "a 
disaster looking for a place to happen,” 
and said "this bill, if enacted, would 
destroy the present electoral process 
used in Rhode Island’s state and local 
elections " 
But Wisconsin Secretary of State 
Douglas LaFollette said that after im 
plementing a similar system, "a larger 
percentage of people voted for president 
(last year) than in the previous presiden­ 
tial election ’ and proved the registra 


lion laws had been “ a barrier to 
Americans practicing the most impor­ 
tant duty as a citizen 
that of voting " 
Elwii) Shanahan Kansas’ secretary of 
state, said the bill was a Pandora’s box 
that once opened could cause fraud, 
chaos and confusion at the polling 
places."

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Con­ 
gress appears ready to give 
President Carter the energy 
department he requested to 
coordinate national energy 
policy amid disagreement in 
the administration on aspects 
of the energy plan itself 
The Senate Wednesday on a 
74 10 vote approved creation of 
a Cabinet level energy depart­ 
ment to absorb duties of a 
variety of federal agencies It 
was one of the first victories in 
Congress for C arter s govern­ 
ment reorganization and energy 
proposals.

presence of a black American 
diplomat underlined Mondale s 
point that the United States, 
despite difficulties, is commit 
ted to integrating blacks and 
m in o ritie s into the U S 
political process 
The meeting got off to an ap­

Some medical scientists cling 
to flu epidemic predictions 


ATLANTA (U PI I - Despite 
only five reported cases of 
swine flu since last October 
some medical scientists still 
believe that strain of influenza 
will cause a major epidemic in 
the 1970s 
Dr Gary Noble a flu virus 
researcher at the National 
Center for Disease Control, 
said Wednesday a 1974-75 study 
predicted swine flu would strike 
in major outbreaks in this 
decade 
"Nothing has happened since 
then to change this outlook.” 
Noble said 
He said isolated swine flu 
cases occurred in 1974 1975 and 
1976 and there may have been 
undetected cases before then 
Flu experts are not sure, he 
said if the isolated cases repre­ 
sent a possible "seeding of the 


virus in the general population 
Noble made the remarks 
following the first day of a two- 
day meeting of the Federal Ad­ 
visory Committee on Immu­ 
nization 
P r a c tic e s 
The 
committee was expected to ap­ 
prove influenza 
recommenda­ 
tions today for the next flu 
season, which usually starts in 
November or December 
Dr 
Thomas A 
Vernon of 
Denver, a committee member, 
agreed "we should keep this

Baby born 
an addict; 
mom charged

The unwed mother of a 7-week- 
old infant, born a heroin addict 
because of the mother's drug 
habit, has been charged with 
child abuse for using heroin 
during pregnancy 
Authorities said Wednesday 
the child abuse charges were 
filed on the ground the mother 
an admitted heroin addict - 
continued to take the drug dur­ 
ing her pregnancy in the full 
knowledge her baby would be 
born an addict 
"This is a precedent-setting 
case.” said Oakland Probate 
Judge John J O'Brien, who is 
reviewing the charge 
It 
raises questions about the 
rights of the mother, the state 
and the unborn child — 
something like the abortion is­ 
sue.” 
He acknowledged that his ul­ 
timate decision in the case 
could have widespread ramifi­ 
cations for expectant mothers 
who are heavy drinkers or 
dependent on tranquilizers 
The baby, who recovered 
from his heroin addiction, was 
taken from his mother at birth 
by Oakland County court of­ 
ficials and placed in the tem­ 
porary custody of his grand­ 
mother. 
“ Our position is that the state 
has a stake in the child s 
development." said the county 
prosecutor. L Brooks Patter­ 
son 
Patterson seeks to have the 
baby permanently taken from 
the mother or placed under 
careful court scrutiny on the 
ground the mother's willful use 
of heroin during pregnancy con­ 
stituted willful abuse of the 
child 
But Evelyn F 
Forrest, at­ 
torney for the mother, con­ 
tends there is little case law on 
the books to justify taking the 
baby from his mother 
“ Under the existing law. a 
fetus is not a person,” Mrs. 
Forrest said in reference to 
laws regulating abortion 
"Since they took the baby 
away at birth, never allowing 
her to have control, she couldn’t 
possibly be guilty of abuse un­ 
der the existing law 
If the 
juvenile code was intended to 
cover the unborn, it should say 
so ”

UAW to press for shorter 
work week in 1979 talks 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) 
The 
shorter work week is inevitable 
and will be the United Auto 
Workers' prime bargaining goal 
in auto industry contract talks 
in 1979, newly elected UAW’ 
President Douglas A 
Fraser 
savs 
The 60-vear-old Fraser was to 
be installed today as only the 
third president the 1 4 million 
member UAW — the largest in­ 
dependent industrial union in 
the nation — has had since 
World War II Fraser promised 
to follow the social progress 
legacy of his predecessors in 
the liberal-progressive union 
He succeeds Leonard Wood 
cock. 66. who is retiring to as­ 
sume a post as President 
Carter’s envoy to China Wood­ 
cock served for seven years as 
head of the union following the 
death of Walter P Reuther. the 
“ father” of the UAW 


In his first news conference 
following his election to the 
$47.000-a-year post at the un 
ion s 25th Constitutional Con­ 
vention Wednesday, the new 
UAW president said he will ac 
celerate the push for a shorter 
work week 


The last round of auto con­ 
tract talks produced 12 extra 
paid days off for the nation s 
auto workers over the life of 
their three-year contract 


“ Auto workers are better off 
than most workers, but not as 
well off as I'd like them to be.” 
Fraser said “ But the more in­ 
secure the workers are. the 


quicker we will be propelled 
towards a shorter work week. 


Insecurity, he said, is caused 
by the rising number of im­ 
ported cars sold in this country, 
a possible energy crisis and the 
up and down economy which in 
1974-75 idled nearly 40 per cent 
of the auto industry labor force 


Fraser, who was brought to 
this country from Scotland 
when he was 6 vears old, 
listened to the skirling 
of 
bagpipes playing “ Scotland the 
Great” and a union brother sing 
"Solidarity Forever 
as he was 
nominated to become the third 
post-war president of the 1 4 
million member UAW 


Fraser’s election came a day 
after President Carter ad­ 
dressed the union's 25th consti­ 
tutional convention and outlined 
a series of domestic programs 
that Fraser said “ were the best 
I’ve heard since Lvndon John­ 


son was President 


Fraser said the U A W and 
Carter have similar goals in 
mind to control 
inflation, 
safeguard the Social Security 
system, enact a national health 
insurance program, reform the 
tax and welfare systems and 
work towards an open govern­ 
ment 


What had been expected to be 
an election by acclamation of 
the 2.786 voting delegates was 
delayed when a local leader 
from Dearborn. Mich 
Henry 
"Hank" 
Wilson, 
nominated 
himself as an opponent to 
Fraser 


His nomination forced a 
rollcall vote that lasted 40 
minutes before Wilson, presi­ 
dent of the Ford assembly plant 
unit of Local 600. withdrew his 
candidacy Nearly 10 per cent 
of the delegates had already 
voted, but did not cast a single 
vote for Wilson

Baseball never 
really was a matter of life or death with

The energy crisis has been 
called off. It was just a false 
alarm. No one is going to have 
to make any sacrifices — not 
very big ones, anyway — in 
what 
President Carter had 
described 
as 
“ the moral 
equivalent of war.” 
This is the impression that is 
emerging from initial discus­ 
sions between congressional 
leaders and the White House 
and from testimony from ad­ 
ministration officials on the 
President’s energy program. 
In a recent meeting with 
members of the House Energy 
Committee. Mr. Carter in fact 
said that he had changed his 
mind since his April 20th call 
to the nation: the sacrifices 
need not be all that substantial 
after all. 


Even his proposal for higher 
gasoline taxes, which is one of 
more than 100 separate pieces 
of legislation contained in his 
program,

less as a useful and necessary 
means of reducing energy con­ 
sumption than as a “ symbolic 
gesture" by which Americans 
could display their patriotism.

Coffee nerves

From time to time I have promised 
myself that one of these days I am going 
to lobby for a national law that will 
require waiters and waitresses to wear 
bells on their wrist^ 
The reasiin for this seeming absurdity 
is that on many many occasions I have 
been dining at a 
restaurant or at a 
banquet and have 
t .ken a sip of coffee 
only to find that in an 
\ 
instant when 1 wasn’t 
paying attention, my 
cup has been re-filled 
to the brim with the 
steaming hot liquid 
It happened again 
the other day I was 
dining alone in a 
restaurant 
Sunday 
evening down in Car­ 
pintería While I was engrossed in some 
reading material 
I was only vaguely 
aware that the waitress had passed by 
and had stopped momentariiy at my 
table She had removed a salad plate but 
at the same time apparently, had filled 
up my coffee cup 
Yee-e-e e-e-eow ’ 
Kvery time this happens I am 
reminded of a saying that must have 
originated with Confucius or someone 
like him The truism is this. 
When you take in a mouthful of hot 
coffee whatever you do next is going to 
be the wrong thing " 


1 have noticed that since the price of 
t olfee has gone out of sight, the number 
of trips to your cup that a waitress 
makes is not as great as before 
At most places, she will be glad to give 
you a refill but it might have to be 
re quested after the second or third cup 


With the average price of coffee being 
30 cents a cup in restaurants hereabouts, 
some drinkers have given it up entirely 
That price is pretty much of a mis­ 
conception however It is not really 30 
cents (or whatever the menu price 
statesi per cup, but rather 30 cents for 
coffee service That usually equates to 10 
cents or less per cup since a waitress in a 
top-notch restaurant will refill your cup 
at least three times during the course of 
your meal 


In the face of the coffee price increase, 
some restaurants have gained con­ 
siderable by advertising coffee at 5 cents 
per cup 


At first glance that appears to be a 
rollback to 30 years ago, but if all the 
restaurants offering this price are like 
one place down in Oak View in Ventura 
County, it isn’t quite the bargain it 
seems 


Recently I stopped in at the aforemen­ 
tioned coffee shop and found this notice 
on a cardboard display prominently 
placed on each table and on the counter 
Coffee — 5 Cents Per Cup 
Each Refill 
Five Cents 
Haifa ( upa Coffee” — Five Cents 


Just a Smidgen More 
Five Cents 
About Two More Drops 
Five 
( ents 
Just Wave the Pot Over the Cup 
Five Cents 
“Let Me Smell the Steam from the 
Pot 
— Five ('ents 
I suspect that the notice just about 
covered all the ground that waitresses 
might encounter in the process of 
answering customer inquiries but know­ 
ing the ingenuity of some coffee 
drinkers, there probably will be some in­ 
novations in ways to ask for more coffee 
that will necessitate additions to the list 
sooner or later 
In fact. I heard of one such stunt being 
pulled by a man who said he should get a 
free cup of coffee because there was a 
large hole in his first cup 
“ Oh v e a h ’ W here'’ ’' asked the 
waitress 
Right here in the top. 
the customer 
said 
If you feel inclined to try that one 
yourself sometime, be prepared to have 
coffee poured on your head 


That brings me to the concluding 
remark for today, which also probably 
originated with Confucius 
The only thing faster than lightning is a

forthright Dr Kang 
The broadcaster got wind of his danger 
a few days ago and complained at once to 
the Washington field office of the F B I 
For several months, the F B I has been in­ 
vestigating KCIA intimidation of Korean 
exiles in the United States 
This isn't the first time that Kang has 
been menaced by the KCIA On Aug 17, 
1973. the New York Times reported that 
he had received a less explicit threat He 
was then editing a monthly political 
sheet 
“ Free Republic. 
which was 
highly critical of South Korean President 
Park Chung Hee 
Kang s mother had written from 
Korea, warning that she and his brothers 
would be in jeopardy if he continued his 
attacks on President Park 
This was 
followed by a similar but softer letter to 
his publisher. Sun Nam Chung, from a 
relative Kang is convinced that both let­ 
ters were dictated by the KCIA 
Kang is an associate of Kim Dae Jung, 
who challenged Park for the presidency 
in 1971 Kim came to Washington in 1973 
to complain to us about Park Not long 
afterward, the exile leader was abducted 
in broad daylight from a Tokyo hotel 
On Dec 6. 1974 we published his ac­ 
count of how he had been dragged aboard 
a ship lashed to a wooden board and 
weighted down with huge stones The ap­ 
pearance of an American helicopter in 
the area probably saved him from being 
cast overboard 
His abudctors finally 
dropped him off in Korea where he was 
placed under arrest 


At the urging of Kim ’s friends, we 
made a personal appeal to President 
Park to free the opposition leader

1975, we broke the 
storv that the KCIA was buying off I S 
congressmen and terrorizing Korean ex­ 
iles in this country A Korean embassy 
spokesman 
called

“ outright, 
malicious slander 
Yet the following year. South Korean 
Ambassador Pvong Choon Hahm admit­ 
ted that KCIA agents had used “ goon 
psychology and tactics 
against Korean 
residents in the United States He an­ 
nounced that the agents had been 
ordered back to Seoul 
We have evidence, however, that they 
are still threatening and harassing 
Korean exiles A source with direct, of­ 
ficial knowledge confirmed that a KCIA 
assassination order has been received 
against Kang 
Meanwhile. Kang is continuing his 
radio attacks upon the Park regime He 
is also active in the Korean Congress for 
Democracy and Unification, a human

changes however, were to come out of a 
hearing at 9 p m 
Tuesday 
Details 
filtered down to me Wednesday morning 
The state, according to that report 
should purchase the 25 acres with an ap­ 
propriation of $80,000 and delay negotia­ 
tions for the development rights on the 
balance of the 215 acres until the 1978-79 
budget 
I site all this to demonstrate how hec­ 
tic the workings of the legislative mill 
are 
It should also demonstrate how
